ment. O may our Eyes be open'd before 
it is too late! that we may ſee the Evil 
of our Ways and reclaim, and let every 
one mend one, and then all things will 
be ſound and orthodox ; but the Ways 
that we. have been following for Ages 
paſt do not declare much in our Fa- 
vours; do not redound to our Praiſe, 
our Honour, nor Intereſt ; ſeeing we are 
cheriſhing Snakes in our Boſoms, while 
we are negotiating for fair and honeſt 
Treatment with France and Spain, whoſe 
Views and Intereſts are inſeparable, and 
which we will always find true, in caſe 
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we were to negotiate for a Century 


longer, 


The French in particular are lulling 
us to Reſt with fair Speeches, large Pro- 
miſes, and pacifick Declarations; while 
at the ſame time they are ſtrengthening 
their Power, both by Sea and Land, 
with the greateſt Eagerneſs, Privacy and 
Expedition. And while our fine Ships 
lie quiet, and ſeemingly ſecure in our 
Harbours, without Maſts, Sails, Ropes, 


Guns or Men, and while our bid. 
trepid Sailors, and our Ship Carpenters, 
and other ingenious Artiſts, Natives of : 
this Land, are begging in our Streets, 


without Shoes to their Feet, Cloathing on 
their Backs, and with empty Bellies, they 


are 
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are equipping, manning and navi- 
gating their Marine; and tho' they 
artfully tell us, for our Amuſement at 
Intervals, that they are only exerciſing 
their Mariners, yet the Truth is, they 
are tranſporting their Troops to Afia, 
Africa and America, to annoy us, ruin 
our Settlements if poſſible, and drive 
us out of thoſe three Parts of the 
World, where our chief Dependance 
lie; and if we defer our own Safety
